The cans were donated to Stephen’s Cen- 
ter, a homeless shelter located at 2728 ‘Q’ St. 

The Stephen’s Center serves dinner to 
about 80 men, women and children nightly, Bev

said. Anyone is.welcome at the meal; whether -~ 


or not they are in need. 
44; “Each meal served uses about fifteen cans 


of food,” she said, “so (the 309 cans) helps a lot.” | 


The ‘center is 70 percent individually 
funded, so they do rely on donations. They have 
a list of needs, and money is always welcome, 
Hoshar said. 

The Child Care Center, located on the west 

‘side of campus, near the William Thompson 
Alumni House, has 86 children between the ages 
of 18 months and 12 years enrolled, and has 
about 30 employees. The center is accredited 
by the National Association of Educating Young 
Children, and is open to children of students, 
faculty, staff and alumni. 

The center’s preschool! class, which is made 
up of mostly three to six year olds, organized 
the canned food drive, Hurlburt said. 

“We wanted to teach the children the value

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Lied Transplant Center 
introduces Cooperative Care

_ The Lied Transplant 
Center, a facility of the 
University of Nebraska 
Medical Center and Ne- 
braska Health System 
that is introducing the 
revolutionary new health 
care concept called“coop- 
erative care’, was un- 
veiled to the public with a 
series of events during the 
week of November 15-21. 

The events began 
with an on-line chat with 
Nebraska Sen. Bob 
Kerrey (D) Nov. 16, and 
ended ‘with a community 
open house. 

The total cost of the 


project was $61.3 million, 


which includes the Lied 
Transplant Center as 
well as the UNMC Stu- 
dent Life Center. 

The building has 
been undergoing con- 
struction since Sept. 1996 
and is 251,000 square 
feet, containing 14 levels. 

No state tax dollars 
were used, as private do- 
nations and the federal 
grant funded more than 
$35 million of the cost. 
The remainder of the 
project is being funded by 
hospital revenue and ad- 


ditional private donations. 
The Lied Transplant 


‘in the recovery process. 


Center is said to have the 
potential to revolutionize 
the solid organ transplant 
and bone marrow trans- 
plant fields, in part due to 
hospital care that feels 
more like a hotel. Itis dif- 
ferent from other trans- 
plant centers in other 
ways, as well. ; 

The cancer and. 
transplant patients re- 
ceive a unique model of 
care called cooperative 
care. With cooperative 
care the patients care- 
giver, meaning a friend, 
spouse, parent or relative, 
stays with the patient, 
learning to care for the 
patient’s basic needs and 
becoming an active part 


The Lied Transplant 
Center is the first trans- 
plant center in the coun- 
try to combine coopera- 
tive care, research and 
education. This is ex- 
pected to result not only 
in better care for patients 
and increased satisfaction 
but also decireased costs 
for both patients and in- 
surance companies. 

Four of the 14 floors 
of the building will be do- 
nated to research, mostly 
dealing with transplants 
or cancer. The building

marrow transplantation team since 
1988; Byers W. Shaw, Jr., MD, the 
chairman for the Department of Sur- 
gery who also started the liver trans- 
plantation program at UNMC/NHS in 
1985; and Michael F. Sorrell, MD, con- 
sidered one of the world’s foremost au- 
thorities on liver disease who started the

Whatever the reason, beer is here 

to use. And for the more industrious, 
there is home brewing. 


The exact origins of beer is unclear, 


but according to William Mares’ book, 
“The Making of Beer,”(1984), the ear- 
liest records available of fermented bev- 
erages come from the Tigris-Euphrates 
valley ten thousand years ago. 
Cuneiform records document 
brewing in Mesopotamia by 6000 BC. 


using a variety of barley and wheat. In - 


time about 40 percent of the Sumerian 

barley crop was devoted to beer produc- 

- tion, and wages were often paid partly 

in beer. 

Meanwhile, the art of brewing was 
also developing in Egypt. There, beer 
was looked upon as a gift from the god 
Osiris and was an integral part of festi- 
tdyals and ceremonies.. 

In Egypt, beer making grew di- 
rectly out of bread making. A dough of 
sprouted, ground grains was partly 
baked, then torn apart and soaked in 
water for a day or two, during which 
time fermentation by wild yeast oc- 
curred. The “liquor” was strained off 
and the beer was ready to drink. 

Ancient brewers were not content 
with the same brew week in and week 
out. They experimented constantly with 
different flavors, spices, such as ginger 
and juniper, and herbs to vary the taste. 
The priesthood involved, these “ experi- 
ments” and had strong religious and 
magical overtones. Beer became the 
national drink of Egypt. To give a party 
was to “arrange a house of beer.” 

“If you can make of batch a choco- 
late chip cookies at home, you can prob- 
ably make home brew,” Jim Sobczyk, 
store manager of Cornhusker Beverage 
Mart, said. 

“It does take probably less time and 
effort for the beginner then what a per- 
son would think. A lot of times, the time 
you spend making beer is waiting for it 

- to ferment, waiting for it to recarbinate 

- itself in the bottom,” Sobezyk said. 

“If you feel that you're a lab tech- 
nician or that you can keep everything 
clean that’s the utmost. If there would 
be a problem with a batch, it’s usually 

‘ because of sloppy cooking habits. The 
bacteria would get into it,” he said. 

Even though making home brew is 


, easy, Sobezyk suggests talking to some- —

“Everything as simple as a pale ale | 
or pilsner or a wheat beer or honey 
wheat or there’s all your ports and 
stouts,” Sobczyk said. “As time goes on, 
and by reading more about it you can 
make your beers as unique by either 
adding flavors to it or adding extra hops |- 


flavor of beer you want whether it’s a 
cherry wheat or a berry weiss.” 

Making beer is not only an inter- 
esting hobby, but a cost effective hobby 
as well. 

“We have a basic, simple equip- 
ment kit-we’ll have on sale on and off 
before Christmas for around $40. That | 
doesn’t include ingredients. The ingre- 
dients kit for the first batch that would 


Soe things ave worth waiting for. This moment is one of them. 
would run between $25 and $30,” 
Sobczyk said. “So now you figure if I 
have two and a half cases of beer at $25 
that would be like buying beer for $10 a | 
case. So that’s economical, but that 
would be pretty darn good beer.” 

There is a wide spectrum of people | 
who brew their own beer, but this hobby 
isn’t for everyone. 

_ “Wedon’t sell to minors, They have } 
to be 21 or older. We do have some | 
youthful ones, but we have a lot of | 
middle aged people, and we have some 
old guys, retired that do it,” Sobezyl 
said, 

Home brewing is not dangerous, 
but one does need to use caution. 

“If you're very careless and you 
don’t follow the recipes you could have 
single bottles blow up and there would 
be a danger of getting cut,” Sobezyk | 
said. “A lot of people even use plastic | 
bottles so that doesn’t happen, but I’ve 
never had a bottle blow up.” 

Some UNO students agree, home 
brewing is a wonderful idea.
